This letter is an interim response to your Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request received 
by the Privacy and Civil Liberties Oversight Board (“PCLOB”) on May 21, 2019, in which you seek 
documents “generated as part of the creation of the FOIA office... includ[ing]: 

(1) The instruction to do so from the [a]gency, as well as any guidance from senior leadership 

(2) Documents discussing proposals and procedures 

(3) Any legal guidance or analysis produced or acquired by the [a]gency in response to or as part 
of the creation of the FOIA office 

(4) Internal documents from the press office, legislative liaison’s office (or equivalent), general 
counsel’s office (or equivalent), director’s office (or equivalent), or the newly created FOIA 
office, reacting to or characterizing the office and it’s creation [sic].” 

Your request also seeks documents concerning the PCLOB’s first successful FOIA request and 
FOIA appeal, respectively. 

Please be advised that a search was conducted and the attached records were located that are 
responsive to your request. After review of the documents, 1 have determined that redactions are 
appropriate for some of the attached records pursuant to Exemption 6 of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6), 
which protects from releasing information which would “constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy. Redactions have been clearly marked with the corresponding exemption. 

The PCLOB also maintains a public website providing some of the information that you 
requested. The records for item (2), for example, can be found at https://www.pclob.gov/foi^ which 
provides the regulations and procedures for PCLOB’s FOIA operations. 

Please also be advised that we are reviewing additional documents that may be released after the 
review process is complete. We aim to provide you a final response to you as soon as practicable.

Your appeal must be 
postmarked or electronically transmitted within ninety calendar days from the date of this letter.
